GEN. CHANZY'S ARMY AT LE

The army of General Chanry,
]Elh]j from the Lolre, Las spparentls
concentrated ot Le Mans, the most i::]'mlmz—[
rallwany station west of Parie; and here his
forces have been groatly Inereasad, preparatory
to the propuosegd ndvance npon the eapital. The
Le Mass correspondent of the Loadon Stendard,
writlug on December 20, thus speaks of Chanzy's
numbers and their appearance: —

“From what [ can make out, Gonaral Chanzy
has nbout 60,000 men with him. sand there are at
leasgt 100,000 here, so that the Frepch onghit to
make n pod siand, for the troops T have seen
lio-g are, ou the whole, & vory tflue body of men,
and, if well lod, ought ecertainly to defent the
G0,000 P'ryseions who are advancing on this
place. From what I c¢an make ont, the great
want of the Urench is artillery, nud thelr ofli-
cers hint that what thev have is not made the
most nse ol. An éngineer officor, who waa nt
the bgttle of Besune ln Rolande, told me that
forty guns were anllowed o remuin on the pla-
ean that commandad Deanve wittont fivlng o
shot, nud colnmng of infantry were hurled at
the village withont a ghell being thrown into
it, and the Pronssians having strongly fortified
the place, the French were repulsed with dread- |
ful loss, althongh the gung referred to might
have knocked the whole place to pleces o hialf |
au hour, |

*“The appearance of the men whom I saw
to-day was nost pitinble—their arms, useless
from ruel: many without boots; several eom-
pletely done up; the cavalry even, if possible,
in n weree stute than the {ofantry. In many
cases, the soldler Lelped the Lorse, not the
horse the soldivr, to cover the ground: for the
wretched aninals, h;lrdl'\‘ able to erawl along,
bad to be led throagh the strocts by their
owners, A= to the artillery, they were to he
scen nowhere, True, I caunght =sightof a few
nondeseripr field-ghns, bul gunners to nze them
I utterly {alled 1o observe, The only men who |
really seemud in anything lke a fair condition
were a regiment of gendarmes. Both they aud
their borses looked very well; but they have, I |
shonld think, been spared as much ns possible,
geelng that they are the best corps Frawce at
preseul pusiesses,”

The captured s=tafl oflicers of the Saxon
Crown Privce relntad, on their relense, that
they had been snmptnously entertidned in Parls,
and it was joferred by some correspondents,
whose letters we hiave published, that there was
plenty in l'arls, The London Times corres-
pondent in the capital intimates that the *'deli-
eacies of Lhe eemgon” are still to be had by
those in the secret, but that the general supply
of good food is eullicient s not proved by this
gort of evidence. The ecorréspondent alluded

They
astoulsh oceazional acqunintances by offerlne at
breakf{sst, guite ns n maeiter of course, fresh
butter, eges, wilk, and perbaps cold beef or a
chicken. Iuis at first hard to repress the un-
charitable suspicion that they must be in secret
communieation withVersailles, but the mystery
vaniehes wlicn one learns that oue's host had the
forethovght, when the slewe was about Lo com-
mence, 1o fill a garret with poultry, and find a
quiet coruer, out of reach of inquisitive eyes, in
which to stow awaya cow., 1 hear that the
Goverument sgents are beginulvg Lo ferret out
these supplics—rather indiserectly, however,
commencing by asking sigoificant questions
about them, instead of quietly selzing them as
soon as the right moment for confiscation ar-

The S8an Francisco Bullelin of December 20
saye:—Ahout 5 o'clock last evening a young
man named Masselt went futo Baulmann’s re-
gtanrant, on California street, and, seating him-
gelf at one of the tables, ordered a sumpluous
repast, and proceeded Lo devour it with evident
satisfaction.
